The general thought is when 
people see an ambulance with red. 


lights flashing, they automatically: 


think of speed. This is not entirely 


true. First of all, the red flashing 


light and siren are the only pro- 


tection the ambulance has, They 


are used to identify us and to al- 


ert motorists and pedstrians we 
are approaching. The use of these 
devices merely asks for the right- 
of-way, it doesn’t guarantee it, 


The condition and type of in- 


juries of the patient determine the: 
Speed of the ambulance. The at+ 
tendant. in the back of the ambu- 
lance signals the driver by way 
of silent lights to determine the 
speed to drive, 


For instance, fractures of the 


legs, back and” neck, a fast and 
bumpy ride in these cases could 
and probably would aggravate the 
injuries. A slower, smoother ride: 
Causes less pain and would not 
make existing injuries worse. 


In other cases, such as terminal 


illnesses, speed again is not need- 
ed. But instead a slow smooth ride 
will cause Jess movement of the: 
patient and a more comfortable. 
rip, 


In cases ‘of obstructed airway, 


breathing problems or severe ui 
contrelabla bleeding, speed is es+ 
sential,
